b. Reported that the Legislative Task Force of the Career Service Board 
had submitted a report, and recommended that this matter not be brought to the 
attention of the Director or Deputy Director until the CSB had thoroughly thrashed 
the matter out, in about a month's time. General Cabell observed that while legis- 
lation might be needed, we should avoid a legislative strait- jacket . 

Mr. Sheldon: 

a. Briefly reported what he planned to send to the President on the Iranian 
situation. 

b. Reported that Mr. Kennan, disgusted at the press and public reaction to 
his appearance in the Johns Hopkins seminar, intends to withdraw from the Russian 
question and devote his major effort to his foreign policy studies.
